Remarks 

1 . Claims 19 through 26 are cancelled. Further, claims 73, 74 and 82 
are amended herein to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which the applicant regards as the invention. This amendment removes the rejection 

under 35 U.S.C. 112. Accordingly, claims 73 through 90 are in a condition for^ r ^ 
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allowance. ? ^ O 
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The Examiner has indicated that claims 1 through 18 and 28 through 72 
are allowed. Further, in light of the present amendment, claims 73 through 90 are also 
allowable. The Examiner has indicated that the declaration is defective because it 
does not list all those applications of which the present application is a continuation in 
part. To comply with this requirement, a declaration is attached listing all the relevant 
applications and documents to which the present application is related. 

For all these reasons, allowance of claims 73 through 90, in addition to 
allowed claims 1 through 18 and 28 through 72, is respectfully solicited so that the 
application may pass to issue.
